More than 600 communication enterprises are in operation in Krasnoyarsk 
Kray. The kray has more than 42,000 kilometers of through roads. Mail la 
transported by air lines, by railroads , and over waterways by self-propelled 
bargee . An Indication of the extent of postal communications vork in the leray 
Is the faot that over 125 million letters, money orders, parcels, newspapers, 
and magazines were delivered to the population la 1947. Airplanes alone trans- 
ported 271 tons of postal cargo to national okrugs and rayons of the Far Horta. 

Radiofioation of towns and Tillages is proceeding rapidly. The radio is 
now an integral part of life In the towns and Tillages of this kray. From the 
formation of the kray to the present, the number of radio rebroadoasting 
atuMona lias Increased 153 percent, and that of controllable loudspeakers 
fire times. At present, there is uot a single regional center in the kray with- 
out a rebroadcasting station. More new electrical communications equipment is 
Installed erery year. 

Sadio communications hare been developed extensively in the national 
okruga and rayons of the Far North. Maa.* new broadcasting stations haTe been 
built and put Into operation. In dvenki Okrug, for example, every nomadic or 
Tillage soriet, every populated point, hus a broadcasting station. 

In 1947, telephones were laata 1 !*' R2 Tillage aorietc of toe kray, in- 
stead of the 77 as actually pla! nei. The plan for construction of telephone 
liccj was exceed'd by cne third and for telephone poles by 5.6 percent. 

* rna plan for inata*. ‘tion of telephones in Tillage soviets in 1948 vaa 
also successfully fulfilled. In the first ualf of the year, telephones were 
to have ueen Installed lr. 12 vi? lag?, soviets: 15 actually received telephones. 
The communications) workers of Ilauskly, JBa lakh bleakly, and Uyarzkiy rayons 
eopeclal dlsfcloguisbaJ taeiaolree . 
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The development of intercity communications facilities is continuing. 
Communications^ between Krasnoyarsk and the ac 3 1 important rayon centers, 
Minusinsk, Krasnoturanrk, Artemevsk, Idrinskoye, Ku.ra.gino, Shu sheas koye, 
and Yermakovskoye are being improved. Direct., permanent telephone lines 
have been set up from Abakhn, capital of the Khakass Autonomous Oblast, to 
Krasncyaiek and to Moscow. 

The government has allocated large sums of money and considerable 
quantities of raw materials for the improvement of Intercity communications 
in the kray. 

In 191 * 8 , considerable effort went into the installation of city tele- 
phone exchangee. Dial telephone exchanges were installed in Chernogorak, Abakap, 
and seven rayon centers. Preliminary work was begun on the construction of a 
dial telephone exchange in Krasnoyarsk. Equipment has already been reoelved 
for this project. 

Along with the great successes achieved in the development of communications 
in the kray, there were shortcomings which hindered services to the population, 
enterprises, and cxgani Rations. In 19^7 and the first half of 19^8, ^5 postal 
items were never delivered. The workers of the Kam&linsk and Sayansk Communi- 
cations Be Rybinekiy Rayon, Kiihne-Ingashskiy and Ilanskiy rayon 

offices wt.^e to blame. 

In Tyukhtet, Igarka, Ra&inka, Sovetsk, Yartsevo, und other office* the 
money taken in was misappropriated. The Control and Inspection Branch of the 
Krey Communications Administration (Comrade Suahilov, branch chief) was in- 
efficiently directed. 

There were shortcomingc in the work of the Krasnoyarsk intercity and city 
telephone exchanges. Business negotiations carried on by telephone often had 
to be broken off because of poor audibility. Certain telephone operators were 
rude in their treatment of people using the telephones. 

There were many line brefc 'alo ?ns In "itrarayon telephone communications, 
especially ir. Sayam/dy, Achlnakiy, Biriiyusslrly, Daurskly, Yemel'yanovsfciy, 
Kybluskiy, Uyarayiy, Nizhns-Iogashskiy , and Taseyevskiy rayons. The directors 
of communications officea in these rayons inadequately supervised the quality 
of line repair, did not take proper preventive measures, and did not provide 
maintenance e^rvlce for lines and equipment. 

Krasnoyarsk telegraph servioe is now better than it wts formerly. However, 
tla© schedules for processing telegrams are often not maintained. Proofreading 
by telegraph offices Is unsatisfactory. As a result, even after correction by 
nroofreadera, the percentage of errors found in telegrams is as high as Vj per- 
cent. 

Because of a l&ok of supervision of equipment by clerks and shift chiefs, 
there Is still great delay in the delivery of telegrams. 

The workers of kray communications eervlcos are driving to eliminate ail 
flaws and breakdowns In 19^8 aad to improve the quality of *;helr service to 
or gaol Rations, Institutions, and the population as a whale.
